THE END OF THE SQLID SOUTH

The golid South has dropped “out of
politics, says the Globe Democrat. Tues-
day’s republican victories in Kentocky
and Maryland are decisive on this point,
The republican majorities in Missoori,
Muryland and West Virginia last year,
and the practically tie vote between the
parties in Kentocky at that time, was
ascribed to demoeratic apathy. But the
republican wajorities just rolled up in
Kentucky and Maryland can not and
will not be attributed to any such con-
dition. The size of the recent vote
in both these states is fatal to any pre-
sumption of this eort. All the democrats
went to the polls, but thousands of them
voted the repoblican Licket, mnd will
continue to vote it so long as the re-
publican party is true to its wdeals,

It will be alleged, of course, by the
democrats that their reverse in Kentucky
and Maryland was due to factional fends
in their party, and in some degree
this explapation iz valid. The split on
gilyer in the former state and the fight
against Gorman in the latter turned
many votes over to the republicans. Bat
these causes were wmerely contribotory.:
They simply assisted in turning thescale.
The republican majority in neither state
would have been as large without them,
but there would have been a majority of
some size or other. There was no split
in Kentucky on the silver queslion or
anything else in 1804, nor was Gorman
or Gormanism an fssue in the Maryland
canvass. Yesterday's break
dewoeratic line in the south ehows that
the causes are degper than is popularly
suppoged, and have been longer in opera-
tion.

That is to say, geographical parlies
and geographical politics have reached
their end. It will be no longer possible
to determine a state's partisan complex-
ion by its latitude. Mason and Dixon's
line has been abolished. States on both
sides of it will hereafter divide freely on
the questions of the time, irrespective
altogether of their attitude toward dead
and gone issuee.
